Weatherford, Shepard Changed 


A ttendance 
zones 
for 
Weatherford 
and 
Shepard 
e le m e n ta ry schools w ere 
rea lig n ed Tuesday night 
during a special meeting of 
the board of trustees. 
The action was taken after 
residents of the area south of 
FM 544 and west of Prairie 
Creek protested that access 
to the Weatherford facility 
would 
be 
unsafe 
for 
elementary students. 
Although the new zoning 
plan does not completely 
eliminate the need for some 
students to cross FM 544, 
parents attending Tuesday’s 
meeting indicated that they 
w ere satisfied 
with 
the 
proposal which would put 
students south of FM 544 and 
west of Linda Lane in the 
Weatherford zone. Students 
in the area bounded by Park 
Blvd., Coit Rd., Custer., and 
FM 
544 will also attend 
Weatherford. 
A public safety officer is to 
be statio n ed at 
the in ­ 


tersection of Linda Lane and 
FM 544, and sidewalks and 
p athw ays 
will 
be 
c o n ­ 
structed along Mollimar and 
between the school and a 
duplex 
developm ent 
on 
Armstrong. Some sort 
of 
passage over Prairie Creek 
just north of FM 544 will also 
be 
co n stru cte d , 
board 
m embers said. 
Superintendent H. Wayne 
Hendrick was instructed to 
begin preparations for the 
construction of the sidewalks 
and to investigate probable 
cost of either a footbridge or 
a dry weather crossing. 
Students living south of 
FM 544 and east of Linda 
Lane will attend Shepard 
E le m e n ta ry ,

After the discovery of a 
box of uncounted absentee 
ballots a week later, the 
board counted the misplaced 
votes and found Robinson 
still had a one vote m ajority; 
but when the board initiated 
a recount, the final tally 
showed that Robinson failed 
to receive a majority of 
votes cast In the subsequent 
May ll runoff, Black was 
elected to Place I by a 227- 
vote margin. 
Glenn 
claims 
that 
any 
action of the board after the 
April 9 meeting is invalid 
and that counting the ab ­ 
se n tee 
ballots and co n ­ 
ducting the recount are 
contrary to statutory law. He 
also contends that the runoff 
election 
is 
void 
since 
Robinson was already the 
w inner 
in 
the 
general 
election. 
“ The board exceeded its 
statutory authority,” Glenn 
said. 
“ The 
can v assin g 
c o m m ittee functions are 
m e c h a n i c a l

mittee merely declares the 
results and has no judicial 
function. The results were 
fixed on

He also noted that

Whitham told the court 
that Robinson orally agreed 
to the recount and added that 
by participating in the May 
ll runoff and by filing an 


election contest of the runoff 
Robinson had ratified the 
school board’s action and the 
writ of m andam us should be 
denied. 
He also said that the true 
intent of the election code is 
to d e te rm in e the 
“ tru e 
wishes of the voters,” and 
that all actions of the school 
board were directed toward 
this end. He admitted that 
the technical mechanics of 
the election code were not 
followed but 
said that 
a 
recount is discretionary not 
m andatory on the board’s 
part. It was undertaken to 
determine the “true will of 
the people,” he said. 


The will of the people 
argument was also used by 
Glenn to enforce his con­ 
tention that speedy relief is 
necessary and that relief is 
available through the Court 
of Civil Appeals.

Cottrell served 21 months 
as co n stru ctio n m a n ag e r 
over the Virginia peniten­ 
tiary building crew before he 
was paroled to a 
Texas 
university as a student.His 
problem persisted, but he 
began to seek professional 
help.

Aided by an excellent 
growing season, Texas grain 
sorghum growers brought in 
a record 417,000,000 bushels,

the 
nation 
in 
sorghum production. 
Five leading counties in 
sorghum production include 
Hale, 
Lamb, 
Parm er, 
Hidalgo, and Swisher. 
Texas peanut producers 
ranked second in the nation, 
with a 417,000,000 lb. yield, 
while growers of hairy vetch 
seed placed in the third 
position nationally, along 
with Nebraska, each state 
producing 1,100,000 lbs. 
Comanche, 
Eastland, 
Frio, Atascosa, and Erath 
counties led the way in 
peanut 
production.

‘Hire to Fire' 
Crooks For Hire

There are crooks for hire 
these days who get caught 
for a price. 
They 
steal 
without 
worrying about jail. In fact, 
they aren’t punished at all 
and their best customers are 
the companies 
who have 
theft problems. 
Firms who suspect nor­ 
m ally 
hardworking 
em ­ 
ployes of filling their own 
pockets with company loot 
turn to T H E .F T. 
The people at T H E F T, 
specialize in crooks. For a 
fee described as moderate, 
they’ll loan you one in any 
size, shape and age you 
choose. 
A thief is “ hired” with as 
much fanfare as any other 
new employe, he spends a 
few days blending into the 
regular work force, then is 
caught stealing. With a great 


deal 
of 
shouting 
and 
screaming, he gets fired and 
the other employes get the 
message. 
“ Our people are prepared 
to take as much scolding and 
humiliation as (he employer 
may see fit to use,” said Rae 
Wilder, founder and director 
of T.H .E.F.T. (The Honest 
Employes Fooling Thieves) 
which she runs out of her 
home in Bayshore, N Y. 
“ Hire someone to fire,” is 
the young firm ’s motto. 
“ The idea is that ifs much 
better for the employer to 
fire an undercover employe 
for stealing and get 
the 
message across that way 
rather then lose an otherwise 
valuable employe. 
“ Say you discover that an 
employe you’ve had for 20 
years is doing some stealing 
from your supplies or inven­ 
tory. You can reprimand 
that person, but he’ll just get 


belligerent. 
With 
our 
system, you can show him 
you mean business and still 
not

Robinson, Smith Unimpressed with Outcome

PIT T SBU R G H (U P I) — 
Take it from two guys who 
have been on both sides of 
the fence. Winning an All- 
Star 
game 
still 
proves 
nothing even though ifs now 
ll out of the last 12 for the 
National League. 
Frank 
Robinson of the 
California 
Angels 
and 
Reggie Smith of the St. Louis 
Cardinals share virtually the 
same view on that subject, 
although ifs becoming in­ 
creasingly more difficult for 
the public to accept this 
opinion. 
The 
National 
League, 
which has dominated the All- 
Star game for more than a 
decade, once again showed 
its superiority Tuesday night 
by soundly 
whipping 
the 
American League 7-2 for its 
third win in a row. The 
National 
League’s overall 
margin is 26-18-1. 
Yet despite the beating, 
there are very few players 
who use the contest as a 
measuring stick to evaluate 
the talents of the respective 
leagues. 
“ Ifs one game in mid­ 
summer. If s three days off. 
How 
many 
World 
Series 
have they won in the last 
five?,’’ asked Robinson, who 
has now played in ll All-Star 
games, six for the NL and 
five for the AL. “ I don’t think 
they (the N L) are superior. 
You take the top four ball 
clubs in their league and the 
top four in our league and 
there isn’t that much dif­ 
ference. 
“ You can’t judge a league 
on one game with only pride 
and prestige involved.” 
Smith, who played for the 
N L 
for 
the 
first 
time 
Tuesday night after having 
appeared in two previous 
contests with the AL, felt 
that overall 
the 
N L 
is 
stronger, but he agrees that 
one game is not a sound 
barometer for each league’s 
merits or demerits. 
“ Right now I ’d say the 
National League has better 
ballplayers 
but 
the 
Am erican 
League 
is 
coming,” said Smith, who hit 
his first All-Star homer 
Tuesday night. “ True, the 
American League has won 
the last two World Series. 
The Oakland A’s are no 
ordinary team, though. They 
play National League style 
ball. 
“ They have guys who can 
steal bases and they have 
power and pitching. With 
them if s speed, 
speed, 
speed. You don’t find that on 
too many American League 
clubs. Kansas City 
plays

and I hear the Red Sox are 
starting to play that way, 
too.”

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Consumer Agency As Watchdog

WASHINGTON (U P I) — 
Congress 
is 
pondering 
a 
question that is somewhat 
similar to 
a 
problem 
it 
confronted IO years ago 
when poverty was the “ hot" 
national issue. 
The question in 1964 was: 
Do the poor need a special 
government agency to look 
after 
their 
interests? 
Congress 
answered 
by 
creating 
the 
Office 
of 
E co n o m ic 
O p p ortu nity 
(OEO). 
The 
question 
now 
is 
whether consumers need 
their own federal agency. 
The House already 
has 
passed legislation that would 
set 
up 
a 
Consumer 
Protection Agency and the 
Senate is expected to debate 


the issue, with a differing 
bill, sometime in July. 
Because the proposed Con­ 
sumer 
Protection 
Agency 
would, 
in 
effect, 
be 
a 
watchdog over other federal 
bureaucracies and intervene 
when it believed 
the in­ 
terests of consumers were 
being jeopardized, it may 
not 
be easy 
to see 
the 
parallel with the OEO, which 
in its prime operated $1 
billion worth of education, 
manpower, health and other 
social programs. 
Activists Take Over 
But those who followed the 
discussion of the Economic 
Opportunity Act IO years ago 
recall that OEO was sup­ 
posed to have been more 
than a big federal operating 
agency. It also was supposed 


to be an “ Advocate for the 
Poor" within 
the 
federal 
establishment — prodding 
otther agencies to remember 
the hitherto “ invisible poor” 
when they planned and ran 
social programs. 
It didn’t turn out that way, 
partly because the original 
OEO was staffed with ac­ 
tivists who wanted to do the 
job themselves and partly 
because bureaucracy resists 
all outside kibitzing, even 
from 
other 
government 
agencies. 
In 
short, 
the 
people 
who 
started 
OEO 
believed it would be easier 
for them to win the W ar on 
Poverty alone than try to get 
the rest of the government to 
help. 
Which poses the similarity 
with the proposed Consumer 


Protection Agency. Its job — 
even 
with 
the 
power 
to 
demand records of other 
agencies to go to court to 
oppose their decisions —will 
be very difficult. 
The fact that creation of 
the 
agency 
is 
strongly 
favored by Virginia Knauer, 
the 
President’s 
consumer 
adviser, 
and 
opposed 
by 
Director Roy Ash of the 
Office of Management and 
Budget gives some idea of 
what 
lies 
ahead. 
M rs. 
Knauer is well aware of what 
frustrations 
there 
are 
in 
store for anyone who goes 
into government with the 
mission of reforming the 
institution, and Ash probably 
can vivid ly im agine the 
meddling that will flow from 
the establishm ent of an 


agency that has nothing to do 
but 
poke 
into 
others’ 
business. 
Question Arises 
Aside from the obvious 
irony of having to create a 
consumer protection agency 
to 
ride 
herd 
on 
other 
agencies which are supposed 
to be protecting consumers 
in 
the 
first 
place, 
the 
question 
Congress 
must 
answer is whether it will do 
any good. 
The Senate Government 
Operations 
subcommittee 
majority which sent the bill 
to the floor says it will, 
arguing that an independent 
watchdog is needed because 
"no single federal agencies 
can 
be 
expected 
to 
act 
adequately 
as 
both 
a 
decision maker and as a 


critic of its own decisions." 
The minority, led by Sen. 
Sam 
J . 
E rv in , 
D-N.C., 
argues that the cure for 
overbearing government is 
not 
more 
government, 
decrying “ a paranoid fear of 
businessmen and farmers, a 
patronizing attitude toward 
consumers 
and 
a 
paradoxical view of the role 
of government —if officials 
in existing agencies can be 
malfeasant, so can officials 
of the new (agency).”

originated it, were glad to 
see it go, hut then the French 
do not have the legs of the 
British, arguably th** best 
feminine underpinning in the 
western world So there is 
still an occasional pleasant 
bonus in London these days 
clim bing the steep steps of a 
double-decker bus behind a 
young g irl public-spirited 
enough to cling to last year’s 
fashion. 
The 
new styles, 
slowly 
nudging everything else to­ 
wards 
the 
second-hand 
sales, are the long skirt and 
the touser The skirt is worn 
w ith 
various 
tops 
from 
cheese cloth to wild silk, 
sometimes with a plunge to 
emphasize another area in 
which the British believe 
they are out in front of the 
French The trousers are not 
as wide as they were last 
year. 
And one must mention the 
continuing fad for second­ 
hand clothes which should 
have 
denuded 
the 
street 
markets of the last genuine 
gear of the reign of Queen 
Victoria before now 
Carnaby Street and the 
K ing’s Road in Chelsea no 
longer 
set 
the 
fashion, 
although tourists seem to 
think they do. The rule of 
thumb seems to be that the 
prettier the girl the less she 
is apt to conform, the more 
likely she is to wear what she 
thinks suits her. 
As a result there is a note 
of desperation in some of the 
advertising copy 
for 
the 
fashion houses. But it makes 
for a more colorful passing 
show on the sidewalks. 
The 
B ritish 
are 
con­ 
servative in food and most 
other things, but the last 
defenses are crumbling in all 
directions. After World War 
II there was an invasion of 
Chinese restaurants. Then 
Italian restaurants moved 
in. That was followed by a 
craze for Greek food. And a 
few years ago a couple of 
expatriates 
opened 
a 
ham burger 
palace, 
the 
Great American Bister, with 


a reasonable facsimile of an 
American burger 
The 
advance 
of 
the 
hamburger has been slower 
than 
that 
of chop 
suey, 
lasagna or moussaka 
But 
now 
its 
tem ples 
are 
springing up all over, more 
cr less on a sim ilar pattern 
plenty of meat, plenty of 
French fries and plenty of 
noise from high volume 
records. 
Prices are reasonable, but 
only by th*' hectic standard 
of an inflationary economy. 
One 
Am erican 
recently 
offered to exchange his 
apartment for one in London 
in a summertime swap with 
this lure 
“ Live 
in 
New 
York, where it's cheaper.” It 
is, too. 
Yet 
there 
is little real 
grumbling, and in a way the 
Royal 
Family 
cane take 
credit 
for this. With 
the 
e conom y 
c o lla p s in g , 
massive strikes threatened 
and the balance of trade in 
the red, the British pushed 
everything out of mind to 
wonder about Prince Char­ 
les, the heir to the Throne, 
and the blonde California 
girl he invited to Kensington 
Palace for a drink. 
Princess Anne’s wedding 
blotted out another crisis. So 
did the reports from the U.S. 
of 
a 
quarrel 
between 
Princess Margaret and Ixird 
Snowdon, and that story was 
seven years old. 
When the British need a 
fantasy world to escape into, 
or whipping lx>y for their 
own frustrations, the House 
of Windsor is always there, 
as royalty has been under 
one dynasty or another for 
more than 1,000 years. 
London is a more difficult 
city to get to know than Paris 
or practically anywhere else 
in Europe. It never really 
was “ swinging London.’’ Not 
for 
the general 
public, 
foreign or domestic. You 
can’t really swing in a town 
where transport 
collapses 
before 
m idnight, 
where 
seven million people barely 
fill a handful of night clubs, 
where a cannon fired into 
P iccadilly Circus at the 
witching hour would hit only 
the pathetic addicts waiting 
for the stroke of 12 to get 
their legal next day’s shots 
at an all night drug store. 


It is, in fact, a private city. 
The best 
places are 
for 
members only. The great 
gam bling clubs like Le 
Cercle 
(a 
Rothschild 
mansion), the Curzon (the 
town 
house 
of 
the 
Marquesses of Zurzon), the 
C lerm ont 
(in 
the 
bijou 
mansion a king built for his 
m istress) 
have 
strict 
membership 
qualifications 
and the highest average 
stakes in gambling. 
The other night an Eastern 
gentlem an, playing three 
roulette wheels at once, won 
(Hrs 200,OOO at one of the 
above, and w ins and losses in 


six 
figures are not 
in ­ 
frequent 
The most celebrity-filled 
night club in town, Tramps, 
a c t u a l l y 
d i s c o u r a g e s 
publicity, as do many other 
clubs. Hence the average 
Briton couldn’t name a 
British jet setter if he tried. 
Oscar Herman of P h ila ­ 
delphia, who owns Tramps, 
begs his journalist friends 
not to write about it. One 
club owner used to give his 
members 
cards 
with 
his 
photo, forefinger to lips and 
the caption: “ If you know 
who I am, don’t tell anyone 
where I am.” 


Non membership clubs do 
only 
average 
business. 
Ixmdo" was a good night 
club town before World War 
II, but there was such a 
falling off in business af­ 
terwards that one owner had 
some research done on what 
had 
happened 
to 
his 
customers He said he was 
told it was the fault of British 
girls. 
American girls prolonged 
the chase through cocktails, 
dinner, a show and then a 
night club drink or supper. 
British girls, it appeared, 
were somewhat slower of 
foot.

Careful about schistosome 
dermatitis if you go swim­ 
ming in a lake. 
This is a fancy name for 
swim m er’s itch. It is caused 
by tiny parasites in the 
water, usually lake water. It 
occurs in all northern states 
from coast to coast, as well 
as in the extreme south. 
Saltwater bathers in the 
seaboard states have been 
known to get swimmer’s 
itch. 
The parasites burrow into 
the skin and may cause a 
prickly feeling when you 
come out of the water. 


Medical 
authorities 
say 
that 
w elts, 
resem bling 
mosquito 
bites, 
usually 
appear within 24 hours but 
may take up to two weeks to 
appear. Many swimm ers 
mistake the itch for poison 
ivy or chigger or other insect 
bite. 
The parasites must live 
part of their life in certain 
fresh water snails. 
The best way to avoid 
swimmer’s itch is to keep out 
of lakes when the parasites 
are em erging from 
the 
snails. 
In a book on recreation 
and relaxation, published by 


the 
Am erican 
Medical 
Association, the advice on 
swim m er’s itch goes like 
this: 
“ Usually these lakes give 
little trouble in early spring 
or late summer. 
“ If 
you 
do 
swim 
in 
parasiteinfected 
w ater, 
swim as far away from the 
snail beds as you can. Short 
dips reduce chances for 
exposure. 
“ When you come out of the 
water give yourself a brisk 
rubdown with a towel. You 
may be able tQ rub off the 
parasites before they burrow 
into your skin.
